He never ojumls his 
eves with won'ier. Jle never asked trou- 
blesome questions. When a boy neither 
father nor mo her could teach fiitn any- 
thinsr. He would rather any dav pound 
his fingers tlian suffer his lather to tell 
him how to drive a nail. He could milk 
a cow better than the liiied man; and wjis 
not in the least di.sconcerted tiiat the ud- 
ders jkrave not n drop of milk; it was obsti- 
nate j'olly's fault : "iievtM- saw such a cow." 
His mother in vain endeavored to teach 
him somethintr about dresa. He wore the 
ioutlest of neckties, and, as sonii as lie had 
liberty of purchase, the most extraordin- 
arily patterned pantaloons, and lanylied 
at "old wonian's" notions.

The hoy knew how to hold his peii 
better than the writiiiii master, and iiow 
to manage ins voit e I tetter than the 
sinying-master, and ln.)w to translate bet- 
tor than the Latin teacher, an<l how to 
bat and catch better than the hail captain, 
and how to handle his knife and fork bet- 
ter than the motherly matron who made 
table fiahils her special care. The hoys 
called hitn ironically **the boss." He took 
it as a compliment and it addod an in(;h to 
his height. At the end of tlu- year he 
came l)ack from school with a bigger stock 
of assurance than he ha«l when he went 
there. His genius for conceit was amaz- 
ing, atlmirable. 

He went to college. He was at first a 
little taken aback tliat lie bad a d.iZ'-ii 
conditions to work out during the summer 
vacation; and for once in iiis life he really 
did work hard, for he was asbame.! to fail 
of enti-ance. I'ut be attriliuteil his con<li- 
tions to the stupidity of the professors; 
and after hr got in be f liihfiilly fiiliilled 
onedialt ol" l^aiiTs »'\li<ii1ati<»ns; he dili- 
gently foiu'ot those tilings that were be- 
hind.

Tobacco. 

j Worming must lie regularly attcn<led to. 
I .S<^ne planters worm onlv twice a week, 
! but this must depend on the season. The 
I worms jnust be kei>t off. ^latiy otlu'i wise 
I line crops have been totally ruined or great- 
} ly deteriorated by neglect in this regard. 
The work of worming is best done early in 
the morning, late in the evening, and on 
! cool, cloudy ilays. Ihiring the heat of the 
I day the worms conceal themselves, or 
j drop to the ground, and aic hard to find. 
I In the morning turn up every leaf and 
[carefully look for antl mash the eggs, 
' which will be found deposited iu bnnclies 
I on the leaves. Muidi good may lie done 
i by poi.soning the- fly. It is well known 
i that the worms are prmluced from the 
eggs of a inoth co minonly culleil the to- 
bacco fly. This tly appears about dusk, 
and is remarkably' fond of the flowers of 
the coiMtiion .lamestown or .limson weed. 
I'lach lanner should plant, or suH'er to 
grow, near the edges, and occasionally 
through the patcii. smail clumps of this 
I weed. It is a profuse bloomer, and the 
blossoms are easily poisoned. To dt) this 
it is only nei-essary to provide a weak sohi- 
tion of cobalt and a little honey; place it 
in a bottle, having a small quill through 
the cork, and late each evening izo around 
the .limson wee<lsand drop a few ilrops of 
the mixture into the blijssoms. The flies 
will eagerly suck this, and at om-e drop 
dead. The poisoning iii'i-t bo d'Uie every 
ilay through the tly season, care lu ing ta- 
ken each evening to pull oil the blossoms 
that were poisoned the <lay belore, as if 
left on they .seem to destroy the plant. 

If all 'fanners in a neighhorhoo.l will 
pursue this plan, they will save labor, an<l 
make better crops of tcjhacco. A drove of 
turkeys, too, are useful auxiliaries ; when 
driven to a field a few times, they soon 
learn to look for woi-m8,and taking row bv 
row, will go all over the tield, i>eer eagerly 
under the leaves, and de8tP>y the wormr. 
It is amusing to watch a Hock of these 
low Is HO engageil.— (leo. R. Gill.
